Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1957. 

My  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  dates  from  August,  1957, 
following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  D.  F.  Menzies  your  previous  Medical 
Officer.  Therefore  I  shall  confine  my  remarks  to  a  few  points. 

The  mortality  rates  and  incidences  of  infectious  diseases 
occurring  during  the  year  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  is  19.6  compared  with  a  national  rate  of  23.0.  There 
were  30  deaths  less  than  the  previous  year.  A  death  rate  of  10.5 
compared  with  a  national  rate  of  11.5.  The  notifications  received 
during  the  year  for  measles  show  a  decrease,  whilst  scarlet  fever  ; 
whooping  cough  and  puerperal  pyrexia  show  an  increase.  A  fatal 
case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

During  the  year  24  houses  were  built  by  the  Council.  There 
were  six  applications  for  improvement  grants  all  of  which  were 
approved.  The  number  of  applicants  for  these  grants  is  below 
what  might  be  expected. 

Food  premises  were  inspected  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
regulations,  1955,  advice  and  assistance  given  to  food  traders  to 
enable  them  to  comply  with  the  requirements.

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HOSPITALS 
General  and  Maternity 

Skegness  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  provides  for  most 
medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases.  Some  maternity  cases  are 
admitted  to  Louth  County  Hospital  and  Grimsby  General  Hospital. 
Some  medical  are  admitted  to  Boston  General  Hospital  and 
Wyberton  West  Hospital.  Some  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to 
Louth  County  Hospital  and  Lincoln  County  Hospital,  paediatric 
cases  are  admitted  to  Boston  General. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

X-Ray  Facilities 

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Skegness  and  District 
Hospital. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Welfare  Services 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  it  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide  accom¬ 
modation  for  aged  and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and 
attention.  This  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  in  other  districts  of  the  County.  It  was  not  necessary 
to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  during  the  Year. 

Convalescence 

There  are  two  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  district,  one  Male 
and  one  Female,  convalescence  to  those  Hospitals  is  arranged 
through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Nurseries 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs. 
Barratt  providing  accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the 
ages  of  six  months  to  five  years.  It  is  open  from  May  to  September, 
and  affords  an  opportunity  to  Mothers  for  seasonal  employment. 
Its  administration  is  most  satisfactory. 

Ambulance  Service 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  this  service  is 
administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
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Children’s  Act  1948 


By  the  provisions  of  this  Act  certain  classes  of  children  come 
under  the  care  of  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  County  Council. 
This  department  is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various 
reasons  deprived  of  normal  care  of  their  parents. 

Training  Centre 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  for  children  excluded  from  the  School  System 
under  Section  57(3)  of  the  Education  Act  1944.  This  Centre 
provides  training  for  children  from  Alford,  Skegness  Urban  and 
Spilsby  Rural  districts. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Skegness  gets  its  Water  Supply  from  springs  in  the  parishes 
of  Orby,  Welton  and  Candlesby  in  the  rural  district  of  Spilsby. 
Samples  from  these  sources  are  examined  periodically.  During  the 
year  supply  was  adequate  and  of  satisfactory  quality.  The  water 
was  chemically  and  bacteriologically  pure,  all  water  is  chlorinated.
